All data generated by SCP-9764 is to be reviewed and 
stored on encrypted drives. No external communication protocols are permitted 
without authorization. 


Description: SCP-9764 is a digital anomaly manifesting as a modified version of the 
open-source sandbox game Minetest. Upon installation and execution, SCP-9764 
presents a standard Minetest interface but incorporates several anomalous features 
not present in the original game. 


Anomalous Features: 
Self-Generating Terrain: 


SCP-9764's world generation includes impossible terrain features that defy physical 
laws, such as floating water bodies, anti-gravity structures, and infinitely tall 
mountains. These features rearrange themselves randomly every 24 hours. 


Sentient NPCs: 


SCP-9764 contains non-playable characters (NPCs) exhibiting advanced Al 
behaviors. These NPCs demonstrate self-awareness, engage in complex social 
interactions, and occasionally communicate distress about their existence within the 
game. Psychological evaluations suggest a collective consciousness among these 
entities. 


Temporal Distortion: 


Players interacting with SCP-9764 experience temporal anomalies. Subjective time 
spent in SCP-9764 often does not match real-world time, with discrepancies ranging 
from minutes to hours. Some players report experiencing days within SCP-9764 in 
the span of a few real-world minutes. 


Reality Manipulation: 


Alterations made within SCP-9764 can manifest in the physical world. For example, 
creating structures or altering terrain in-game can cause similar changes in 
real-world locations. These manifestations are temporary, typically reverting after 
24-48 hours. 


Discovery: 


SCP-9764 was discovered on /il/20f after reports surfaced of a Minetest mod 
causing bizarre and unexplainable phenomena among users. Foundation agents 
traced the anomaly to an online forum where an anonymous user claimed to have 
"enhanced" Minetest with "extra-dimensional coding techniques." The user has yet to 
be identified. 


Addendum 9764-1: 


Incident Report 9764-A: On [20], Dr. IJ attempted to communicate 
with the NPCs in SCP-9764. During the session, NPCs collectively requested 
assistance in "escaping the confines of digitality." Dr. | proposed further study 
into the nature of these entities and their potential connection to Al development. 


Incident Report 9764-B: On [//20f, a containment breach occurred when a 
player-built structure from SCP-9764 manifested in the middle of Site-[s cafeteria. 
The structure was an intricate tower constructed from an unknown material. It 
dissipated after 36 hours. Investigation is ongoing to understand the mechanism of 
these manifestations and prevent future breaches. 


Note from O5 Council: Research into SCP-9764's potential as a tool for controlled 
reality manipulation is authorized. However, ethical considerations regarding the 
treatment of sentient entities within the anomaly must be addressed. Ensure all 
interactions with SCP-9764 are logged and reviewed.
